Free  Day  and  Funds  Earned 

Althoff 's  annual  fund  raisers  surpassed  everyone's  expectations.  The  first  calen¬ 
dar  drive  began  on  Nov.  12  and  lasted  until  Dec.  7.  The  money  obtained  was  well 
over  our  goal  of  $50,000,  which  rewarded  the  participating  students,  selling  their 
quota  of  4  calendars,  with  a  free  day. 

The  annual  magazine  subscription  drive  was  an  overwhelming  success.  This 
year's  drive  took  in  over  $40,000  to  earn  a  net  profit  of  more  than  $16,000  and  a 
free  day  for  all  the  students.

The  guidance 
counselors  attempt  to  offer  different  alternatives  to  help  in  decision-making.  They 
are  available  for  counseling  throughout  the  school  day  and  regularly  schedule 
meetings  with  students  during  the  year.
